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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The claims have been amended such that they are now limited to administering the composition of the claims 
at a "papillomavirus-associated lesion". As the specification does not set forth the metes and bounds of "papiflomavirus-associated", it is 
unclear what is encompassed by the limitation. For example, would any carcinoma arising from papillomavirus infection be a 
papillomavirus-associated lesion regardless of whether papillomavirus is present. As applicant points out, the Examiner has 
acknowledged that the specification is enabling for the method where the immunostimulatory sequence is administered at the site of a 
"papillomavirus lesion". However, it is unclear that the scope of "papillomavirus lesion", which the skilled artisan would understand to be 
the site of papillomavirus infection, is the same as "papillomavirus-associated lesion". In view of these ambiguities, the proposed 
amendments to the claims clearly raise new issues requiring additional examination and fail to simplify issues for appeal..
